In 1969, 
the First National City Bank of New 
York obtained 40 per cenre beneficial 
interest in the equity capital of 
National and Grindlays Bank, the 
biggest and the oldest foreign bank 
operating in India. Since then Na- 
tional and Grindlays are paying to 
the Firs, Natitona’l City Bank tech- 
nical fees which amoun'ed to 
Rs 28.80 lakhs m 1970-7] and 
Rs 29.70 lakhs in 1971-72. This 1s 
another method through which 
foreign exchange is being taken out 
of the country. Also, the ownersh*p 
of the buildings acquired or cons- 
iucted or owned by National and 
Grindlays (obviously out of Indian 
profits) have been transferred yo the 
bank's office in London, The In 
dian branches are now paying rent 
for occupying the premises and have 
become rent-paying tenants of then 
own head office. On that score, they 
are paying fot depreciation, repairs, 
renovation, maintenatice and so on.
